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Pakistan 


bombing 
kills at 
least 41

PESHAWAR, Pakistan — A suicide car 
bombing targeting Pakistani troops killed 
41 people Monday, the fourth grisly mili- 
tant attack in just over a week, as the Tal- 
iban pledged to mobilize fighters across 
the country for more strikes. 

The Taliban also claimed responsibility 
for the 22-hour weekend attack on the na- 
tion’s heavily fortified army headquarters, 
saying a cell from Pakistan’s most popu- 
lous province carried out the raid. 

The claim that a Punjabi faction of the 
Pakistani Taliban was behind that strike 
is a Sign the insurgents have forged links 
with militants outside their main strong- 
holds in Pashtun areas close to the Afghan 
border, increasing their potency. 

The army, however, maintained it was 
launched from South Waziristan — where 
the military is preparing for what will like- 
ly be a long and bloody offensive against 
the major base of the Taliban along the 
frontier. 

In the latest strike, a suicide bomber 
detonated a car packed with explosives 
near an army vehicle in a market in the 
northwest Shangla district, provincial In- 
formation Minister Mian Iftikhar Hussain 
said. The attack killed 41, including six 
security officers, and wounded 45 other 
people, he said. There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility.

Pakistan: Attacks vengeance for leader's death

Shanegla lies east of Swat, which 
has been the focus of an intense 
military operation against the 
Taliban. The army says it has 
largely cleared the valley of the 
insurgents, but the bombing dem- 
onstrated their continuing abil- 
ity to mount deadly attacks there. 
Many Taliban are believed to 
have melted into the rural areas 
or gone to neighboring districts. 

The recent string of bloody at- 
tacks began last week when a 
suicide bomber blew himself up 
inside a heavily guarded U.N. aid 
agency in the heart of the capital, 
Islamabad, killing five staffers. 
On Friday, a suspected militant 
detonated an explosives-laden car 
in the middle of a busy market in 
the northwestern city of Pesha- 
war, killing 53 people. 

Those attacks were followed by 
the raid on army headquarters in 
the city of Rawalpindi on Saturday 
that killed nine militants and 14 
others. Military spokesman Maj. 
Gen. Athar Abbas said the mili- 


tants were hoping to seize senior 
army officials and trade them for 
their jailed comrades. 

“Their main focus was the 
release of their leaders,’ he 
said, adding that the attack was 
launched from South Waziristan. 

The army also intercepted 
audio of deputy Taliban leader 
Waliur Rehman getting an update 
on the attack and telling a subor- 
dinate to pray for the assailants, 
Abbas said. 

Abbas said the attacks were 
aimed at making the government 
reconsider its decision to go after 
the Taliban in their heartland on 
the Afghan border. However, the 
government had already decided 
in principle to launch the offen- 
sive, and the army will now decide 
how and when to carry it out. 

Taliban spokesman Azam Tariq 
said the assault on army head- 
quarters was only the first in a 
planned wave of strikes intended 
to avenge the killing of Pakistani 
Taliban chief Baitullah Mehsud 
in a CIA missile strike in August. 
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“This was our first small effort 
and a present to the Pakistani and 
American governments,” he said. 

He said the raid on army head- 
quarters was carried out by the 
“Punjabi faction” of the militant 
group and it had given orders to 
militant branches in Pakistan’s 
other provinces — Sindh, Balu- 
chistan and the Northwest Fron- 
tier Province — to launch similar 
operations. 

While membership of Paki- 
stan’s militant groups has always 
been overlapping, the prospect of 
them joining forces will alarm the 
government of the nuclear-armed 
nation as well as its Western al- 
lies, who need a stable Pakistan to 
defeat insurgents in neighboring 
Afghanistan. 

The standoff at army headquar- 
ters followed warnings from po- 
lice as early as July that militants 
from western border areas were 
joining those in the central Pun- 
jab province in plans for a bold at- 
tack on army headquarters. 

The suspected ringleader in the 


raid, a Punjabi known as Aqeel, 
also was believed to have orches- 
trated an ambush on Sri Lanka’s 
visiting cricket team in Lahore 
this year. 

Also Monday, the Lahore High 
Court told police to toss out two 
criminal cases against a hardline 
cleric India blames for the last 
year’s deadly siege of Mumbai, an 
official said. 

Police had accused Hafiz Saeed 
of illegally holding a public gath- 
ering and raising funds for a 
group they say was banned. The 
cases appeared designed to keep 
Saeed under some sort of deten- 
tion while Pakistan probes his al- 
leged role in the November attack 
that killed 166 people. 

But government prosecutor 
Malik Abdul Aziz said the court 
found there was no proof the gov- 
ernment ever technically banned 
the group, Jamaat-ud-Dawa. 
Saeed says Jamaat is a charity, but 
the U.N. has described it as a front 
for the militant group suspected 
in the siege, LashKar-e-Taiba.

Navy leaders pledge support for integrating submarine fleet

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, 
Japan — As women move closer 
to changing the face of U.S. Navy 
submarines, several challenges lie 
ahead to fully integrate its fleet. 

Questions remain among sub- 
marine advocates about health, 
living arrangements, boat design 
and promotion prospects for the 
first women who would serve as 
permanent crewmembers aboard 
U.S. Navy submarines. 

Nevertheless, the Navy’s top 
military and civilian leaders 
have all publicly proclaimed their 
support within the past month 
for ending rules barring women 
from sub service. 

“This is something the [chief of 
naval operations] and I have been 
working on since I came into of- 
fice,” Secretary of the Navy Ray 
Mabus said Sept. 28, accord- 
ing to a Navy news release. “We 
are moving out aggressively on 
this. I believe women _ should 
have every opportunity to serve 
at sea, and that includes aboard 
submarines.” 

In acoinciding statement, Chief 
of Naval Operations Adm. Gary 
Roughead said that the Navy has 
studied the issue for years and 
that he believes it is feasible. 

“Having commanded a mixed 
gender surface combatant, I am 
very comfortable addressing in- 
tegrating women into the subma- 
rine force,” Roughead said. 

For now, the Navy is concen- 
trating on offering submarine 
duty to women receiving their 
commissions after graduating 
from college in May, said Chief of 
Naval Information spokesman Lt. 
Cmdr. John Daniels. 

The Navy has yet to announce a 
plan to transition enlisted sailors 
or current officers into the sub- 
marine community, he said. 

Upon entering the Navy, the 
newly minted female ensigns 
would attend nuclear power 


school, then another school for 
training on a prototype nuclear 
reactor, Daniels said. 

They would then enroll in the 
submarine officer basic course. 

“The earliest you would see 
women aboard subs is 2011,” 
Daniels said. 

Once sub school graduates join 
a crew, they begin studying daily 
to “earn their dolphins,” a rigor- 
ous process that ensures a sub- 
mariner knows all of the boat’s 
systems. 

That means the first subma- 
rine-qualified female officer 
probably wouldn’t be seen until 
2012. 

Women have been serving 
aboard submarines for years, 
though not as permanent crew- 
members. And Naval Academy 
female midshipmen have served 
their summer tours aboard subs. 

There were also 12 women cur- 
rently qualified as undersea med- 
ical officers as of June, according 
to Navy personnel data. 

The medical officers also learn 
about all of a boat’s systems, but 
their training is not as compre- 
hensive as an officer of the line’s 
training. 

One of those medical officers, 
Lt. Cmdr. Marilisa Elrod, told 
Stars and Stripes in July that she 
believed women would be well- 
suited to serve on submarines. 

However, new instructions for 
medics would likely be necessary 
to take women’s health needs into 
consideration, she said. 


Submarines and 
unexpected pregnancy 


Health issues have long been 
one of the loudest arguments 
made by opponents of women 
serving on subs. 

Elaine Donnelly, president of 
the nonprofit Center for Military 
Readiness, argued against allow- 
ing women on submarines about 
10 years ago, after a civilian de- 
fense panel recommended it. 


Donnelly remains opposed, in 
part because of “biological reali- 
ties that pose a real threat to all 
crewmembers, and an unborn 
child, if a pregnancy is discovered 
while on an undersea mission,” 
she said in an e-mail to Stripes. 

Donnelly points to a letter writ- 
ten to Congress in 2000 by Hugh 
Scott, a retired rear admiral and 
undersea medical officer. 

The concentration of carbon di- 
oxide on a submarine is 10 times 
greater than in the open atmo- 
sphere, Scott said. 

While studies on adult males 
have shown no ill effects, Scott 
said no such studies existed on 


16 years. Ships don’t knowingly 
go underway with a pregnant 
crewmember; if one is found, she 
is medically evacuated from the 
ship. 

Protocols exist for medically 
evacuating sailors from subma- 
rines as well, though at times, a 
submarine may be far from a port 
or unable to surface because of an 
intelligence mission. 


Making room 
for women 
Navy officials say that allowing 


women to serve aboard subma- 
rines expands the available talent 


whether submarine atmospheres pool. 
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have been found on animals ex- 
posed to elevated carbon dioxide 
levels, although those levels were 
about 1,000 percent higher than 
those found on a sub. 

Daniels said Thursday that he 
would check whether the Navy 
had data regarding any potential 
effects on women’s reproductive 
health, but that such information 
wasn’t immediately available. 

“Of course, safety is everyone’s 
number one priority,’ Daniels 
added. 

Women have been serving 
aboard surface ships for the past 


long Ohio-class submarines are 
packed very tightly, but they are 
spacious enough to accommodate 
women in junior officer state- 
rooms and provide a limited de- 
gree of privacy. 

The far more numerous fast- 
attack submarines are much 
smaller and could cost more to 
reconfigure to make room for 
women, Navy officials say. Pri- 
vacy is extremely limited. 

The Navy intends to eventually 
allow women on fast-attack subs 
as well. However, no timetable 
exists yet, Daniels said. 


If it remains that way for long, 
it might cap a female officer’s 
promotion potential, said C. Mi- 
chael Garverick, executive direc- 
tor of the Washington, D.C.-based 
Naval Submarine League. 

Senior staff submarine offi- 
cers are usually expected to have 
served on both missile and fast- 
attack submarines, said Garver- 
ick, a retired submarine captain. 

“They would be somewhat lim- 
ited in where they can go,” Garv- 
erick said. “If this is really going 
to happen, they’re going to have 
to figure out what to do about the 
fast-attack sub.” 

That could mean costly modifi- 
cations to existing submarines, or 
it could alter the design of future 
submarines. 

The Obama _ administration 
and Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates have both voiced support 
for funding a replacement to the 
Ohio-class Trident submarines. 
Meanwhile, the Navy signed a $14 
billion contract in 2008 with con- 
tractors to produce eight Virgin- 
ia-class fast-attack submarines. 

Navy officials say it’s still too 
early to talk about changes to ei- 
ther the proposed Ohio-class re- 
placement or new Virginia-class 
subs. 

But Garverick, whose subma- 
rine advocacy group has close 
ties to the Navy’s submarine con- 
tractors, believes design changes 
are likely. 

“I would almost bet on it,” 
Garverick said. 

Garverick said adding women 
to the all-male environment will 
require some transition for sail- 
ors; however, he believes that 
they ultimately continue to do 
their duty, as ordered. 

“Tt will be a cultural change, 
but it won’t be the first one we’ve 
gone through,” Garverick said. 
“Certainly there will be some 
problems, but I can’t believe they 
will be insurmountable.”

Veteran at

ISABELA, Puerto Rico — The head- 
aches began just after Hermogenes Mar- 
rero arrived on Vieques, the small Puerto 
Rican island where the young U.S. Marine 
guarded stores of Cold War-era chemical 
weapons. 

The retired sergeant, now 57 and termi- 
nally ill with cancer and other ailments, 
blames exposure to toxins released while 
he was stationed there from 1970 to 1972. 
By coming forward to support similar 
claims by island residents, he has become 
the public face of a new and bitter battle 
over Vieques, the Navy bombing range- 
turned-tourist destination off the U.S. ter- 
ritory’s east coast. 

“T’ve been sick since I left Vieques,” said 
Marrero, who uses a wheelchair and now 
lives in an apartment cramped with life- 
support equipment in this small town in 
northwestern Puerto Rico. 

Marrero is a key witness in a lawsuit 
seeking billions of dollars in compensation 
for illnesses that past and current Vieques 
residents have linked to the bombing 
range, where the U.S. and its allies trained 
for conflicts from Vietnam to Iraq. 

The range closed in 2003 after years of 
protests over the environmental risks and 
the death of a Puerto Rican civilian guard 
who was killed in 1999 by an errant bomb. 
Many had long complained about clouds 
of smoke and dust wafting toward popu- 
lated areas and explosions echoing across 
the hilly, 18-mile-long island of fewer than 
10,000 people. 
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The U.S. has denied any link between ill- 
nesses and weapons that rained down on 
the island for six decades. With indepen- 
dent studies suggesting otherwise, howev- 
er, a federal health agency recently began 
a new analysis of the situation. 

Marrero has had colon cancer twice. He 
is losing his vision and suffers from more 
than a dozen other illnesses, including Lou 
Gehrig’s disease, that he believes are lin- 
gering effects of his 18 months at Camp 
Garcia. He said he was recently diagnosed 
with a new bout of cancer that is inoper- 
able in part because of a lung disease that 
requires him to stay on oxygen around the 
clock. 

He is not party to the lawsuit because it 
is limited to Vieques residents, and it in- 
volves more than 7,000 of them. But he has 
been fighting his own battle to have his ail- 
ments recognized as service-related. 

The chemicals he handled included can- 
isters labeled “112” — a reference, he later 
surmised, to the secret Project 112 pro- 
gram that tested chemical and biological

agents and was declassified by the Penta- 
gon earlier this decade. 

The military also experimented with na- 
palm, depleted uranium and Agent Orange, 
besides the millions of pounds of ordnance 
that Navy aircraft and ships dropped an- 
nually on Vieques. 

A cleanup began in 2005 to clear thou- 
sands of unexploded munitions from the 
former training range site that isnowa U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service refuge, and the is- 
land has placed new emphasis on tourism. 

The Mississippi attorney for the plain- 
tiffs in the Vieques lawsuit, John Eaves Jr., 
said Marrero’s account is crucial to under- 
standing the legacy of contamination. 

“Sgt. Marrero’s testimony really lets me 
know how much more investigation and re- 
search is needed in order to establish what 
was dropped on the island and what needs 
to be done to remedy that, so people on 
the island can start to rebuild their lives,” 
Eaves said. 

The lawsuit has been challenged on 
national security grounds by the federal 
government, which argues it should be 
dismissed because the U.S. had sovereign 
immunity in Vieques. The Navy and the 
Justice Department declined to discuss

the lawsuit or Marrero’s claims. 

The main evidence for Navy critics is a 
2004 study by a former Puerto Rico health 
minister that found the cancer rate was 27 
percent higher for people on Vieques than 
the Puerto Rican mainland. However, the 
U.S. Agency for Toxic Substances and 
Disease Registry used its own research to 
conclude in 2003 there was essentially no 
health risk from the bombing range. 

The agency, which is part of the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion, is conducting a new review requested 
in April by Congressman Steve Rothman, 
D-N.J. But islanders have their doubts. 

Arturo Massol, a local scientist, said he 
and others invited to consult on the agency 
review fear it will be a whitewash, allow- 
ing the federal government to downplay 
the health risk. 

“Tt is up to them to do it right,” said Mas- 
sol, a biologist at the University of Puerto 
Rico at Mayaguez. 

Meanwhile, Marrero has a 2006 report 
from a Department of Veterans Affairs 
doctor in Washington who linked his symp- 
toms to exposure to “noxious substances” 
at Camp Garcia, but he said a review board 
has denied his requests to formally ac- 
knowledge the connection. 

While his veterans benefits cover his 
medical bills, the only service-related ail- 
ment the military acknowledges is a shoul- 
der injury. He said if he dies from anything 
else, his wife won’t get his pension. 

“Maybe I am continuously still a test,” 
Marrero said. “How long will a soldier last 
after being exposed to poison?”

Vet returns rare books

WASHINGTON — _§ Robert 
Thomas, 83, breezed into the Na- 
tional Archives on Tuesday with 
asmile on his face, a white hankie 
peeking out of his suit coat pocket 
and an old briefcase containing 
the two rare books he filched in 
Germany 64 years ago. 

He was a World War II GI then, 
fresh from the horrors of combat. 
He had blundered into one of the 
notorious salt mines where the 
Germans stashed their national 
treasures. This one contained 
books. Millions and millions of 
books from institutions across 
Germany. 

Thomas poked around, saw two 
that looked old and took them. 

Now, a lifetime later, in an or- 
nate room with a fireplace and 
two chandeliers, and the Ger- 
man ambassador looking on, the 
retired optometrist from Chula 
Vista, Calif., was returning them. 

Everyone seemed happy. Thom- 
as, a widower with two hearing 
aids who still has a touch of the 
brash and cheerful GI about him, 
said he acted because “it was the 
right thing to do.” 

He hadn’t been bothered that 
much by keeping the books all 
those years. Other things haunted 
him more — such as the German 
soldier who looked like a child 


Thomas had shot one day in a 
bunker along the Siegfried Line. 

“T’ve had these books since I 
was 18 years old,” he told a group 
of officials from the archives as 
he removed the plastic wrap cov- 
ering the two boxes in an ante- 
room before the ceremony. “I’m 
relieved, for one. I wanted to re- 
turn them to the original owners, 
but I had no clue where to start.” 

The National Archives was 
delighted to facilitate the return. 
Senior archivist Greg Bradsher, 
whom Thomas had contacted last 
spring, researched the books, and 
urged Thomas to return them. 

German Ambassador Klaus 
Scharioth said the 16th-century 
volumes date to the dawn of the 
Protestant Reformation when 
Germany was the book publish- 
ing center of the world. 

One of the books, written in 
Latin and published in 1593 by 
legal scholar Johannes Borcholt, 
is a commentary on Roman law, 
Scharioth said. The other, written 
in German and published in 1578, 
dealt with court administration in 
the Duchy of Prussia. 

Both books are small and thick. 
Thomas said he kept them in 
two old cardboard boxes — one 
of which had long ago contained 
shaving lotion. He said he never 
read the books but had kept them 
in cool, dry, safe places in his 


home. 

Asked about the books, Schar- 
ioth said: “He probably had no 
idea that this was valuable. He 
just thought it was a souvenir. ... 
You do that in youthful spirit. 

“T think it’s great that he thought 
about it a second time and came 
to the conclusion that these books 
belonged to someone.” 
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Black vets share 
memories and pride 
at ‘Buffalo’ reunion

WASHINGTON — _ _ Joseph 
Hairston enlisted in the Army in 
1940 as an 18-year-old and still 
remembers the cold stares and 
disgusted gazes of his white com- 
manding officers. 

Hairston, 87, served in the 
599th Field Artillery Battalion 
and became one of the Army’s 
first black commissioned offi- 
cers. He deployed to Italy in 1944 
and, like other black soldiers, ate, 
slept and trained separately from 
white soldiers. 

Even so, Hairston remained in 
the Army and went on to serve in 
Korea. He retired after 20 years. 

“T believe in my country,” 
Hairston said. “As bad as the past 
has been, there’s nowhere else I 
want to be.” 

Hairston is a Buffalo soldier, 
one of thousands of blacks who 
served in a segregated U.S. Army 
during World War II. This past 
weekend in Silver Spring, Md., 
Hairston joined dozens of other 
Buffalo soldiers at the annual 
reunion hosted by the Washing- 
ton-based 92nd Infantry Division 
(Buffalo) Association, founded in 
1982 as a means of preserving 
the division’s history. 

The 92nd was formed with 
black soldiers during World War 
I and reactivated during World 
War II. The nickname traces to 
the one given black soldiers who 
fought in the 19th-century wars 
on the western frontier. 

Some of the veterans at the Sil- 
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ver Spring reunion slowly walked 
around the room, canes in hand, 
greeting their old friends. 

Others sat in their wheelchairs, 
telling stories. The men, some of 
whom traveled from Ohio, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania, are 
well into their 80s and 90s. An 84- 
year-old in this group ranks as a 
“youngster.” 

Time is thinning their ranks. 
Nearly a decade ago, a teacher 
told Albert Burke’s granddaughter 
that all the Buffalo soldiers were 
dead. The little girl knew better. 

“She took me to school with her 
one day to show her teacher that 
there were live Buffalo soldiers,” 
Burke, 89, recalled. 

As Burke reminisced, his eyes 
filled with tears. He wonders, 
when they are all dead, whether 
anyone will remember the Buf- 
falo soldiers’ sacrifice in the face 
of discrimination and racism. 

Hairston, the officer, and his 
wife, Anna, have lived in Wash- 
ington for more than 50 years. He 
sits on the boards of more than a 
dozen nonprofit organizations 
and is actively involved in neigh- 
borhood issues. 

A religious man, he said his 
faith and teachings of the Bible 
help him to put the past behind him. 

“Some people want to empha- 
size how bad it was, but I want to 
emphasize how good it is now,” 
Hairston said. 

With the members of the Buf- 
falo Division getting older, the 
association has opened member- 
ship to anyone interested in the 
group’s history.

more cumbersome predecessors 
struggle to navigate. 

But the bomb-resistant M-ATV, 
or Mine Resistant Ambush Pro- 
tected ATV, is meeting with some 
skepticism. 

It is designed with the same 
V-shaped hull that disperses the 
blast of a road-planted bomb, 
making “Thank God for the 
MRAP” a near-constant refrain 
among troops on the front lines. 
It answers the challenge of the 
clunkier MRAP that cannot navi- 
gate the more mountainous and 
off-road terrain of much of the Af- 
ghan battlefield. 

But a senior counter improvised 
explosives device commander 
questioned whether the entire 
premise of the lighter vehicle mit- 
igated some of its benefits because 
weight is part of what makes the 
MRAP so resistant to the bombs. 

“It’s been tested back in the 
States,” said Lt. Col. Brennan 
Phillips, commander of Task 
Force Paladin East, which sup-

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explosives threat. “It’s untested 
on the battlefield.”

KABUL — One of the two Af- 
ghans on a U.N.-backed commis- 
sion looking into vote fraud in 
the August presidential election 
resigned Monday, citing inter- 
ference by foreigners. Officials 
acknowledged that errors and 
miscommunication have plagued 
the investigation into alleged 
cheating in the ballot. 

Once the election results be- 
come clear, President Barack 
Obama is expected to complete a 
review of Afghan strategy and de- 
cide whether to accept a recom- 
mendation by his top commander 
here, Gen. Stanley McChrystal, 
for up to 40,000 more troops. 

The panel’s rulings on how 
many votes to throw out will de- 
termine whether the vote goes 
to a runoff between President 
Hamid Karzai and former For- 
eign Minister Abdullah Abdullah.

SEOUL — North Korea reportedly test- 
launched five short-range missiles Mon- 
day in what analysts said was an attempt 
to improve its bargaining position ahead of 
possible talks with the United States. 

North Korea has recently reached out to 
the U.S. and South Korea following months 
of tension over its nuclear and missile tests 
earlier this year. Leader Kim Jong II told 
visiting Chinese Premier Wen Jiabao last 
week that his government might return to 
stalled six-nation negotiations on its nu- 
clear program depending on the outcome 
of direct talks it seeks with the United 
States. 

Washington has said it is considering 
holding talks with North Korea as part of ef- 
forts to restart the six-party negotiations. 

The missile launches off North Korea’s 
east coast were the first by the communist 
nation since it test-fired seven missiles in 
early July, South Korea’s Yonhap news 
agency reported. 

Yonhap, citing a South Korean official 
it did not identify, said the KN-02 surface- 
to-surface missiles were fired from mobile 
launch pads and had a range of up to 75 
miles. It said North Korea launched two 
missiles in the morning and three more in 
the afternoon. 

South Korea’s Defense Ministry and Na- 
tional Intelligence Service — the country’s 
main spy agency — said they could not 
confirm the reports.

Yang Moo-jin, a professor at Seoul’s Uni- 
versity of North Korean Studies, agreed 
and added that North Korea was unlikely 
to take more drastic steps such as its April 
long-range rocket test or May nuclear test. 

Earlier Monday, South Korea proposed 
two sets of working-level talks with the 
North. 

The South proposed that officials from 
both sides meet Wednesday to discuss how 
to prevent floods in a border river and that 
Red Cross officials meet separately on Fri- 
day to discuss reunions of families sepa- 
rated by the 1950-53 Korean War. 

However, the Unification Ministry said 
South Korea has no plan to resume high- 
level talks with the North.

Interpol: World criminals leaving police far behind

SINGAPORE — Transnational 
crime syndicates are becoming 
stronger by exploiting technol- 
ogy, forging links with one an- 
other and taking advantage of 
insufficient coordination among 
the world’s police forces, officials 
at an Interpol conference said 
Monday. 

Delegates warned that law en- 
forcement agencies must urgently 
boost the sharing of intelligence 
to fight criminals, who are in- 
creasingly in cahoots with terror- 
ist networks including al-Qaida. 

“Tt is fair to say that criminals 
are ahead of governments in ex- 
ploiting the most advanced tools 
of globalization,” such as interna- 
tional travel, banking and trade, 
U.S. Deputy Attorney General 
David Ogden said. 

“Criminals are at the most ad- 
vanced stage of globalization,” 
Ogden told The Associated Press 





on the sidelines of the conference 
organized by the United Nations 
and Interpol. “There is no ques- 
tion that we are behind, and the 
power of these international 
criminals has grown.” 

By one estimate, organized 
crime today comprises up to 15 
percent of the global gross do- 
mestic product, Ogden said. 

The Lyon, France-based In- 
terpol was created in 1923 and is 
the world’s largest international 
police organization, with 187 
member countries. It facilitates 
cross-border police cooperation 
and focuses on terrorism, orga- 
nized crime and the trafficking of 
drugs, weapons and humans. 

But it appears Interpol is be- 
hind in the fight against crime, 
thanks to insufficient cooperation 
among countries. 

Part of the problem is corrup- 
tion of police departments in 
many countries. Because of their 
shaky reputations, other coun- 
tries are reluctant to share infor- 
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mation with them. 

“In order to share information 
you have to have confidence that 
it won’t be misused,” Ogden said. 

Also, various law enforcement 
agencies — even within the same 
country — suffer from rivalries, 
resulting in information not being 
disseminated. 

Examples of transnational 
crimes abound. Ogden cited an 
emblematic case disclosed last 
year — a racketeering enter- 
prise in Romania that had joined 
forces with criminals around the 
world, including street gangs 
in Los Angeles, to use the In- 
ternet to defraud thousands of 
people and hundreds of financial 
institutions. 

Those charged in the case oper- 
ated from locations in the Canada, 
Pakistan, Portugal, Romania and 
United States and were citizens or 
permanent residents of Cambo- 
dia, Mexico, Pakistan, Romania, 
the United States and Vietnam. 

Earlier Monday, Pakistani In- 
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terior Minister Rehman Malik 
drew the attention of the growing 
synergy among terrorism, drug 
trafficking, money laundering 
and cybercrime. 

Pakistan, a front-line state in 
the fight against the Taliban and 
al-Qaida terrorists, has experi- 
enced all the crimes firsthand, 
said Malik, warning that they can 
quickly spread beyond its borders 
if not tackled jointly by the inter- 
national community. 

“Terrorists have no boundar- 
ies, no religion,” he said. “This is 
the time we have to sit together 
and put our heads together. The 
cooperation needs to be even 
more effective.” 

Singaporean Prime Miuinister 
Lee Hsien Loong, who opened 
the four-day conference, said 
that while globalization may 
have bought untold benefits to 
countries, it has also made crime 
global. 

“When good gains a foot, evil 
adds a yard. As you upgrade your 
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knowledge, skills and equipment, 
you can be sure that criminals 
are doing the same,” he said. 

Also Monday, Interpol and the 
U.N. agreed to increase the role 
of the police in peacekeeping and 
peacebuilding operations. An ac- 
tion plan to fulfill that aim would 
be drafted in the next 12 years, a 
statement said. 

Interpol’s huge databases in- 
cluding names of criminals, fin- 
gerprints, DNA profiles, stolen 
passports and stolen vehicles 
make the organization “an essen- 
tial partner for police peacekeep- 
ers,” Interpol Secretary-General 
Ronald K. Noble said. 
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2 Americans win Nobel Prize in economics

STOCKHOLM — Americans Elinor Os- 
trom and Oliver Williamson won the Nobel 
economics prize on Monday for their anal- 
yses of economic governance — the rules 
by which people exercise authority in com- 
panies and economic systems. 

Ostrom was the first woman to win 
Nobel Memorial Prize in Economic Sci- 
ences since it was founded in 1968, and the 
fifth woman to win a Nobel award this year 
—arecord for the prestigious honors. 

It was also an exceptionally strong year 
for the United States, with 11 American 
citizens — some of them with dual na- 
tionality — among the 13 Nobel winners,

including President Barack Obama, who 
won the Nobel Peace Prize on Friday. 

The academy said over the past three 
decades, the work done by Ostrom and 
Williamson had “advanced economic gov- 
ernance research from the fringe to the 
forefront of scientific attention.” 

It said their research showed that eco- 
nomic analysis can shed light on most 
forms of social organization. 

Issues of governance have been at the 
heart of the ongoing world economic cri- 
sis. The failure by boards of directors, for 
instance, to police excessive compensation, 
or prevent bonuses that reward excessive 
risk taking, can be considered a corporate 
governance issue. 

Ostrom, working out of Indiana Uni- 
versity’s Workshop in Political Theory 


and Policy Analysis, devoted her career 
to studying the interaction of people and 
natural resources. 

Bucking common theory, she demon- 
strated how common resources can be suc- 
cessfully managed by groups using it, the 
Royal Swedish Academy of Sciences said. 

Williamson, who is at the Walter A. Haas 
School of Business at the University of Cal- 
ifornia, Berkeley, was cited for his studies 
on how organizations — including compa- 
nies — are structured and how that affects 
the cost of doing business. 

Ostrom told the academy by telephone 
that she was surprised by their choice. 

“There are many, many people who 
have struggled mightily and to be chosen 
for this prize is a great honor,” she said. 

“T’m still a little bit in shock.”

Emirates court convicts 
U.S. man on terror charges 


to the Philippines

BAGUIO, Philippines — Authorities sent more 
than 200 coffins Monday to the typhoon-battered 
northern Philippines for the grim task of bury- 
ing the storm’s victims, including a family of eight 
whose house was buried under a torrent of mud. 

The nationwide death toll from landslides and 
flooding stood at more than 600 since back-to-back 
storms started pounding the northern Philippines on 
Sept. 26. Hundreds of thousands are still displaced, 
and the damage from the worst flooding in 40 years 
has run into hundreds of millions of dollars. 

The death toll was so high that some areas ran out 
of coffins. More than 200 wooden caskets assembled 
in neighboring provinces were expected in Baguio, 
where more funerals were planned, said regional 
disaster-relief director Olive Luces. 

Baguio city, in the heart of the Cordillera moun- 
tain range where at least 277 people died, organized 
a burial for a family of eight, including six children, 
whose house along Marcos Highway was pinned 
down by other houses that tumbled down a moun- 
tainside late Thursday. 

“T am saddened by what happened,” said Mildred 
Ligos, a cousin of Leonora Pinol Picar, who died 
with her husband and their children aged 1 to 11. 
She said she hadn’t seen her cousin in years because 
they lived in different areas. 

“And then we met again only now.” 

Flooding and mudslides had blocked three key 
roads to the area, isolating the upland region for 
three days. 

Many international tourists were among those 
stranded. 

Gasoline was still in short supply and panic buy- 
ing of canned goods emptied several stores in Ba- 
guio city.

Bomb explodes 
outside Italian 
army barracks

MILAN — A Libyan man set 
off a small bomb while trying to 
enter an army barracks in Milan 
on Monday, seriously injuring 
himself and slightly wounding the 
guard who stopped him, Italian 
law enforcement officials said. 

The man attempted to enter the 
barracks on foot, taking advan- 
tage of the main gate opening to 
allow an authorized car through, 
said Col. Giuseppe Affini, a chief 
spokesman for the army in the 
Lombardy region that includes 
Milan. 

“He was immediately blocked 
by the guard, who yelled ‘Halt.’ 
He exploded the briefcase that he 
was holding,” Affini said. 

Authorities said the man ap- 
peared to be acting alone, and Af- 
fini denied initial media reports 
that the man had shouted “Out of 
Afghanistan!” He said the man 
had shouted something in Arabic, 
but that it was not clear what. 

Some of the 2,800 troops that 
Italy has deployed in Afghanistan 
are based in the army barracks 
that was targeted, Affini said. 

“Tt is a serious incident from all 
points of view, but it should not 
be exaggerated,” Armando Spa- 
taro, a Milan prosecutor, said at a 
news conference.

China court sentences 
6 to death in July riots

BEIJING — A court in China’s 
far western Xinjiang region sen- 
tenced six men to death Monday 
for murder and other crimes 
committed during ethnic riots 
that killed nearly 200 people. 
A seventh man was given life 
imprisonment. 

The sentences were the first for 
any of the scores of suspects ar- 
rested in the July rioting between 
Muslim Uighurs and members of 
the Han Chinese majority in the 
regional capital of Urumdi. It was 
China’s worst communal violence 
in decades. 

The verdicts appeared aimed 
at placating Han Chinese who 
have rallied in Urumdi calling for 
swift justice. An overseas Uighur 
activist, however, said they were 
only likely to exacerbate the eth- 
nic tensions. 

Xinjiang has been under heavy 
security since the strife, and state 
TV showed paramilitary troops in 
riot gear surrounding the court- 
house Monday. 

The official Xinhua News 
Agency said seven people were 
convicted of murder, and some 
also convicted of arson and rob- 
bery. The names of the convicted 
men appeared to identify them as 
Uighurs. 

Public prosecutors presented 
witness testimony, autopsy re- 


ports, crime scene video and 
other evidence during the trial 
attended by some 400 people. 

Police have said hundreds of 
people were detained following 
the rioting in Urumdi that the 
government says killed 197 peo- 
ple and injured more than 1,700. 
State media has reported that 21 
people — mostly Uighurs — have 
been indicted on charges includ- 
ing murder and arson. 

The violence flared on July 5 
after police broke up a protest 
by Uighur youths demanding an 
investigation into a deadly brawl 
between Han and Uighur work- 
ers at a toy factory thousands of 
miles away in southern China. 

The Chinese government 
blames the rioting on overseas- 
based groups agitating for great- 
er Uighur rights in Xinjiang but 
has presented no direct evidence. 

Dilxat Raxit, spokesman for the 
Germany-based World Uighur 
Congress, called the verdicts 
flawed and said they would likely 
aggravate tensions in the region. 
The timing appeared to indicate 
that China wanted the matter 
closed prior to next month’s visit 
by President Barack Obama, he 
said. 

Monday’s_ sentences came 
three days after a Chinese court 
in southern China sentenced a 
man to death for his role in the 
factory brawl that sparked the 
riots in Xinjiang. 
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India test-fires 
nuclear-capable missile 


NEW DELHI -— India success- 
fully test-fired a nuclear-capable 
missile Monday with a range of 
220 miles, a defense ministry 
statement said. 

Monday’s test was considered 
routine and unlikely to aggra- 
vate tensions with longtime rival 
Pakistan. 

The surface-to-surface missile, 
“Prithvi-II” (Earth), was fired 
twice from a range in Chandipur 
in the eastern state of Orissa, the 
statement added. 

The Indian army already has 
inducted a shorter version of the 
missile, “Prithvi-I,” with a range 
of 95 miles. It can carry both con- 
ventional and nuclear warheads. 


Intense blaze burns 
Sao Paulo slum 


SAO PAULO — An intense 
fire broke out Sunday in a slum 
in South America’s largest city, 
sending residents running across 
rooftops to escape the flames. 

There were no immediate re- 
ports of deaths in Diogo Pires, a 
small shantytown in western Sao

families. 

Television broadcasts showed 
flames leaping 65 feet into the air 
as some residents fled and others 
helped firefighters battle the blaze 
with hoses and buckets of water. 

Two hours after it began, fire- 
fighters managed to contain the 
flames to an area about a square 
half-mile. 


China may extend fines 
in drunken driving cases 


BEIJING — China has pro- 
posed expanding a nationwide 
campaign against drunken driv- 
ers to include penalties against 
their passengers. 

The proposal released by Chi- 
na’s Ministry of Public Security 
over the weekend calls for fines 
for passengers riding in cars with 
a drunk driver and increased jail 
time for repeat drunken drivers, 
the official China Daily newspa- 
per reported Monday. 

No details were given as to how 
the law would be implemented. 
Calls to the Ministry of Public 
Security rang unanswered early 
Monday. 

The plan follows a two-month 
crackdown on drunken driving 
that included road blocks, heftier 
fines, 15-day jail terms and six- 
month license suspensions. 


Malaysia footing bill to 
rekindle couples’ flame 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
— A Malaysian state government 
says it plans to offer free honey- 
moons to save the marriages of 
couples who are on the brink of 
divorce. 

Ashaari Idris, a government 
official in northern Terengganu 
state, said troubled couples will 
be allowed to spend two nights at 
the state’s scenic islands or beach 
resorts to help them rekindle 
their romance under a “Second 
Honeymoon” program. 

Ashaari said the state govern- 
ment hopes to launch the plan 
soon “to resolve marital prob- 
lems and to create models of ex- 
emplary families.” 

He said Monday that couples 
who enroll in the program must 
also undergo counseling. 
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Memo raises fears of health reform cost

WASHINGTON — Supporters of Presi- 
dent Barack Obama’s drive to remake 
health care are pushing back against a 
dire report from the insurance industry 
warning of hefty new costs for consumers 
from the latest legislation. 

“T really don’t think it’s worth the paper 
it’s written on,” AARP Executive Vice Pres- 
ident John Rother told reporters Monday. 

The study commissioned by America’s 
Health Insurance Plans put the White 
House, congressional Democrats and their 
allies on the defensive on the eve of a criti- 


cal vote in the Senate Finance Committee. 
It marked a shift in strategy by the health 
insurance industry, which had been work- 
ing for months behind the scenes to help 
shape health care legislation. With the Fi- 
nance Committee set to vote Tuesday on a 
sweeping bill the industry fears could result 
in a loss of revenue, the insurers suddenly 
went on the attack, in dramatic fashion. 
Late Sunday, AHIP sent reporters and its 
member companies a new accounting firm 
study that projects the legislation would 
add $1,700 a year to the cost of family cov- 
erage in 2013, when most of the major pro- 


visions in the bill would be in effect. 

Premiums for a single person would go up 
by $600 more than would be the case with- 
out the legislation, the PricewaterhouseC- 
oopers analysis concluded in the study 
commissioned by the insurance group. 

“Several major provisions in the cur- 
rent legislative proposal will cause health 
care costs to increase far faster and higher 
than they would under the current system,” 
Karen Ignagni, the top industry lobbyist in 
Washington, wrote to insurance CEOs. 

The industry said the cost increases re- 
sult from new taxes and a weakening of the 


penalties for failing to get insurance that 
would let Americans postpone getting cov- 
erage until they get sick. 

Democrats and allies called the report 
biased. Health economist Len Nichols of 
the New America Foundation contended 
that the study failed to take into account 
the impact of subsidies that would help low- 
and middle-income people buy coverage. 

“Tt was paid for by people who are not in- 
terested in an objective analysis of the truth 
but are interested in a particular point of 
view being inserted into the political pro- 
cess right now.” 


schools teaching the darker side of Columbus

TAMPA, Fla. — Jeffrey Kolow- 
ith’s kindergarten students read a 
poem about Christopher Colum- 
bus, take a journey to the New 
World on three paper ships and 
place the explorer’s picture on a 
timeline through history. 

Kolowith’s students learn 
about the explorer’s significance 
— though they also come away 
with a more nuanced picture of 
Columbus than the noble discov- 
erer often portrayed in pop cul- 
ture and legend. 

“T talk about the situation 
where he didn’t even realize 
where he was,” Kolowith said. 
“And we talked about how he was 
very, very mean, very bossy.” 

Columbus’ stature in U.S. 
classrooms has declined some- 
what through the years, and 
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many districts were not planning 
to observe his namesake holiday 
on Monday. Although lessons 
vary, many teachers are trying 
to present a more balanced per- 
spective of what happened after 
Columbus reached the Caribbean 
and the suffering of indigenous 
populations. 

“The whole terminology has 
changed,” said James Kracht, 
executive associate dean for aca- 
demic affairs in the Texas A&M 
College of Education and Human 
Development. 

“You don’t hear people using 
the world ‘discovery’ anymore 
like they used to, ‘Columbus dis- 
covers America. Because how 
could he discover America if 
there were already people living 
here?” 

In Texas, students start learn- 
ing in the fifth grade about the 
“Columbian Exchange” — which 
consisted not only of gold, crops 
and goods shipped back and forth 
across the Atlantic Ocean, but 
diseases carried by settlers that 
decimated native populations. 

In McDonald, Pa., 30 miles 
southwest of Pittsburgh, fourth- 
grade students at Fort Cherry El- 
ementary put Columbus on trial 
this year — charging him with 
thievery and misrepresenting the 
Spanish crown. They found him 
guilty and sentenced him to life 
in prison. 

“In their own verbiage, he was 
a bad guy,” teacher Laurie Craw- 
ford said. 

Of course, the perspective 
given varies across classrooms 


and grades. Donna Sabis-Burns, 
a team leader with the U.S. De- 
partment of Education’s School 
Support and Technology Pro- 


gram, surveyed teachers na- 
tionwide about the Columbus 
reading materials they used in 
class for her University of Florida 
dissertation. 

She examined 62 picture books, 
and found the majority were out- 
dated and contained inaccurate 
— and sometimes outright de- 
meaning — depictions of the na- 
tive Taino population. 

The day is an especially sensi- 
tive issue in places with larger 
native American populations. 

“We have a very large Alas- 
ka native population, so just 





the whole Columbus being the 
founder of the United States 
[idea] doesn’t sit well with a lot 
of people, myself included,” said 
Paul Prussing, deputy director 
of Alaska’s Division of Teaching 
and Learning Support. 

Many recall decades ago when 
there was scant mention of indig- 
enous groups in discussions about 
Columbus. Kracht remembers a 
picture in one of his fifth-grade 
textbooks that showed Columbus 
wading to shore with a huge flag 
and cross. 

“The indigenous population 
was kind of waiting expectant- 
ly, almost with smiles on their 
faces,” Kracht said. 

“‘T wonder what this guy is

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bringing us?’ Well, he’s bringing 
us smallpox, for one thing, and 
none of us are going to live very 
long.” 

Crawford’s Pennsylvania class 
dressed up as characters from 
the era, assigned roles for a mock 
trial and put Columbus on the 
stand. Out of a jury of 12 stu- 
dents, nine found him guilty of 
the charges. 

“Every hero is somebody else’s 
villain,” said Felipe Fernandez- 
Armesto, a scholar and author of 
several books related to Colum- 
bus, including “1492: The Year 
the World Began.” 

“Heroism and villainy are just 
two sides of the same coin,” he 
said. 


Suspect arrested in 1968 Pan Am hijacking

NEW YORK— More than four decades after 
he allegedly hijacked a jetliner from Kennedy 
International to Cuba, Luis Armando Pena 
Soltren was arrested at the same airport upon 
his return from exile, authorities said. 

Pena Soltren, who was arrested Sunday 
after arriving on a flight from Havana, was 
expected to be arraigned Tuesday in Manhat- 
tan on a 1968 indictment. He was in custody 
Monday. 

Authorities said the Cuban government 
authorized his departure from Cuba and was 
aware of his desire to return voluntarily. 


Pena Soltren and two accomplices used 
weapons hidden in a diaper bag to hijack the 
Pan Am flight on Nov. 24, 1968, authorities 
said. 

“As the 1968 charges allege, he terrorized 
dozens of passengers when he and his co- 
horts wielded pistols and knives to hijack Pan 
American Flight 281,” U.S. Attorney Preet 
Bharara said in a statement Sunday. 

Pena Soltren, 66, had arranged his return 
with the FBI and State Department because 
he wanted to see his wife and other fam- 
ily members, who lived in either Puerto Rico 
or Florida, an FBI spokesman told The New 
York Times. 

Authorities would not elaborate on other 


details of his surrender, including whether he 
had any relatives in the New York area. 

Dozens of U.S. flights were hijacked and di- 
verted to Cuba in the 1960s. 

Some of the flights were hijacked by self- 
described radical leftists, fugitives seeking 
asylum on the Caribbean island or criminals 
scheming to extort money from the U.S. gov- 
ernment or the airlines. 

Pan Am Flight 281 was commandeered by 
three men who forced their way into the cabin 
and ordered the crew to fly to the Cuban capi- 
tal, according to a criminal complaint. 

Two of the men were arrested in the mid- 
1970s and pleaded guilty to their roles in the 
skyjacking, prosecutors said.

t’s 10:45 p.m. and the light 
is still on in your teenager’s 
bedroom. Your child is not 
the slightest bit tired — but 
you know that waking him or 
her early for school the next 
morning will be torture. 
It may be tempting to blame 
this behavior on computers, 
cellphones and coffee. In some 


cases, those are the prime 
reasons for nocturnal teen 
behavior. 


But, researchers say, this late- 
to-bed and late-to-rise pattern 
is the way teenagers are bio- 
logically programmed — even 
though most school systems 
gloss over this when setting high 
school start times. 

Some districts have respected 
the science enough to give teens 
more sleep-in time — and re- 
searchers have found a number 
of benefits, including improve- 
ments in attendance and day- 
time alertness and decreased 
depression. 

But most school districts cite 
after-school sports and other 
activities, bus routes, and other 
scheduling issues as reasons for 
starting between 7 and 8 a.m. 

As a result, the majority of 
teens don’t get the 8 2 to 9 % 
hours of sleep that experts say 
they should, according to the 
National Sleep Foundation. In 
fact, the average is about seven 
hours of sleep a night for teens. 

Watch exhausted teens walk 
into their high school on any 
given morning, eyes half-closed 
with coffee cup in hand, and you 
can see the scope of the problem. 
One study of Rhode Island teen- 
agers found that 85 percent of 
teens got at least 10 hours of sleep 
a week less than they should. A 
Drexel University study found 
that only 20 percent of 12- to 18- 
year-olds studied got the recom- 
mended sleep on school nights. 

Researchers over the past de- 
cade have learned that a teen’s 
body is different than those of

School hours don’t reflect sleep needs 


younger and older people. Most 
teens can’t easily fall asleep 
until about 11 p.m., experts say, 
and their brains stay in sleep 
mode until at least 8 a.m. 

A study led by Brown Univer- 
sity professor Mary Carskadon 
tested the saliva of teens, mea- 
suring the presence of the sleep- 
promoting hormone melatonin 
at different times of the day. 

Carskadon, who _ teaches 
human behavior and is director 
of sleep research at E.P. Brad- 
ley Hospital in Rhode Island, 
found that the melatonin levels 
rise later at night than they do 
in children and adults — and 
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remain at a higher level later in 
the morning. 

Why melatonin is secreted in 
the teenage brain from about 11 
p.m. until about 8 a.m. the next 
morning is unclear, experts Say. 

But experts say they do know 
that the consequences of teen 
sleep deprivation are more se- 
rious than classrooms full of 
sleepy kids. Helene Emsellem, 
medical director of the Center 
for Sleep & Wake Disorders in 
Chevy Chase, Md., and author 
of “Snooze ... or Lose!” wrote in 
her book that there are physical, 
emotional, academic and behav- 
ioral effects: 


a) Going without enough 
sleep can make a teen more 
likely to get sick. Why? Because 
the number of T-cells in the 
body — cells which help us stay 
healthy — falls by 30 percent to 
40 percent. 

b) Sleep-deprived teens get 
more headaches than those who 
don’t. 

c) Students who earn C’s and 
below go to sleep later and have 
less regular sleep patterns than 
students who get better grades. 
Sleep affects learning and 
memory. 

d) Sleep-deprived teens are 
more likely to use alcohol and 


drugs than those who don’t. 

Some school systems around 
the country have taken heed of 
the research findings and moved 
to start high school at later times. 
Pioneers were two Minneapolis- 
area school districts — Edina, a 
suburban district which changed 
its start time from 7:20 to 8:30 
a.m. in the 1990s, and then Min- 
neapolis Public Schools, which 
changed the start time for thou- 
sands of high school students 
from 7:15 to 8:40 a.m. in the 
1997-98 school year. 

The effects were studied for 
several years by researchers at 
the University of Minnesota’s 
Center for Applied Research 
and Educational Improvement, 
led by director Kyla Wahlstrom. 

They found that students were 
more alert and students report- 
ed higher grades (though how 
much higher is unclear). Mean- 
while, some sports practices 
were shortened but sports con- 
tinued, as did after-school jobs. 

Since then more than 80 school 
districts have changed their start 
times, according to the sleep 
foundation, including the Arling- 
ton, Va., public schools, which 
gave high school students 45 
extra minutes to sleep starting 
in 2001. No studies were done on 
the effects but students reported 
being more alert. 

In Jessamine County in 
Kentucky, according to a case 
study by the sleep foundation, 
the school district swapped the 
starting times of elementary 
school with high school in 2003. 
Though young children have 
no biological problem going to 
sleep early and waking up early, 
elementary school started later 
than high school. 

Before the change, high school 
started at 7:30 am., middle 
school at 7:40 a.m. and elemen- 
tary school at 8:30 a.m.. After- 
ward, elementary school started 
at 8 a.m., middle school at 8:50 
and high school at 8:40. 

School officials said students 
quickly were more alert and fo- 
cused on their studies.

Time magazine once anointed Rock “the 
funniest man in America,” but he says the 
minute a comedian starts to believe that kind 
of hype, well, “you’re on VH1 doing a reality 
show.” 

He gives an example taken from his “Good 
Hair,” movie, a riotous look at the black hair culture 
and industry. In it, Rock interviews African-American 
men about whether their women let them touch their high- 
cost hairdos during sex.

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Cleaning up Uganda

ATLANTA — Nearly two decades after 
he arrived in the United States, Ugandan 
Derreck Kayongo is still bowled over by one 
subtle display of American wealth: the end- 
less array of soaps available in stores. 

In his African homeland, the cost of soap 
is out of reach for many, often with tragic 
consequences. In 2004, the World Health 
Organization found roughly 15 percent of 
deaths among Ugandan children under age 
5 resulted from diarrheal diseases, many 
of which could be prevented through hand 
sanitation. 

Now America’s bountiful soap bars have 





prompted Kayongo to launch the Global Soap 
Project, an effort to help his country’s poor- 
est — one used bar of hotel soap at a time. 

An Atlanta-based anti-poverty advocate, 
Kayongo has collected several tons of lightly 
used soap bars under a plan to melt them 
down, sterilize them and reshape the soap 
for shipment to refugees in Uganda to help 
curb disease. 

For Uganda’s destitute, soap is a luxury. 

“Most people find it very hard to spend 
money on something like soap, which could 
actually help them prevent diseases,” Kay- 
ongo said. A bar of soap can run 500 Ugan- 
dan shillings — about 10 American cents 
— on acontinent where many refugees have 
a dollar to live on daily. 
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Man finds a way to cut 
country's ills one bar 
of soap at a time 


Kayongo said soaps will be separated by 
hotel brand and gently washed to remove 
makeup and other surface dirt. Next, bars 
will go into a high-temperature oven where 
they will melt and transform into a soapy, 
sterile, slurry. Kayongo said the mixture 
will go into molds to harden and emerge as 
large bars of soap. 

“All it needs is just cleaning and re-melt- 
ing and remolding,” he said. 

Patrick Maher, a consultant to the Ameri- 
can Hotel & Lodging Association, said hotels 
usually throw away used soap. But he said 
nonprofits have begun stepping up to recycle 
soap for charitable purposes. 

“It’s one of the new things this year,” 
Maher said.

Taliban to re-establish authority in Af- 
ghanistan and restore it as the safest haven 
for al-Qaida, which would love to repeat a 
Sept. 11-type attack.

Obama also disputed suggestions that 
McChrystal had lost favor because his Af- 
ghanistan report was leaked before being 
presented to the president. “I’m the one 
who hired him,” Obama reportedly told the 
congressional leaders. “I put him there to 
give me a frank assessment.”

If Obama follows McChrystal’s recom- 
mendation, current plans for 68,000 U.S. 
troops in Afghanistan by year’s end would 
keep growing to more than 100,000. 

Obama is also considering suggestions 
that it might be as effective to increase U.S. 
troops by a smaller margin while specifi- 
cally targeting al-Qaida leaders for elimi- 
nation and working with those Taliban who 
aren’t sympathetic to the Islamic terror- 
ists. That’s a gamble. But Obama is right 
to discuss a strategy that could greatly re- 
duce the number of U.S. casualties. He has 
to decide whether such a path would only 
delay the inevitable and require more U.S. 
troops later. He also must figure out when 
and how Afghan and Pakistani soldiers 
would fill the breach if McChrystal doesn’t 
get his request. 

It is important that Obama make up his 
mind soon so his generals can plan accord- 
ingly. But this shouldn’t be a hasty deci- 
sion. McChrystal told Newsweek he won’t 
resign if his request for 40,000 more troops 
is denied. But the general needs to know 
what force he will have to do his job. 

The president is wise to take the time he 
needs to get the answer right. Any sugges- 
tion otherwise is just politics, and ought to 
be confined to Facebook.

Karzals legitimacy not the deciding factor

sthe Obama administration 

debates whether to stick 

with the counterinsurgen- 
cy strategy for Afghanistan, oppo- 
nents point to that nation’s flawed 
presidential election as a reason 
why this approach cannot work. 
Counterinsurgency is premised, 
they argue, on the presence of a 
legitimate national government 
that can win allegiance from 
local populations. Given credible 
allegations of rampant abuse in 
Afghanistan’s August election, 
President Hamid Karzai’s newly 
illegitimate government cannot 
play this role. As a result, the 
United States has little choice but 
to change strategies. 

This argument is badly flawed. 
Electoral fraud will render our 
task in Afghanistan more diffi- 
cult, but it does not make coun- 
terinsurgency impossible. On the 
contrary, a counterinsurgency 
approach — and not a narrowly 
tailored mission focused solely 
on killing or capturing enemies 
— remains the best path to suc- 
cess in Afghanistan. 

To understand why, consider 
the analogous case of Iraq over 
the last three years. In Janu- 
ary 2007, the “surge” of combat 
forces began as part of a new 
counterinsurgency strategy that 
emphasized clearing areas of 
fighters, holding that territory 


and building the infrastructure 
and institutions that had been 
so badly lacking — just as Army 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal has 
proposed for Afghanistan. At the 
time, Iraqi Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Maliki’s Shiite-led govern- 
ment was widely viewed as weak 
and sectarian. An overwhelming 
number of Sunni Arabs — who 
formed the center of gravity of 
the insurgency — rejected its le- 
gitimacy and had boycotted the 
December 2005 elections that 
brought it to power. The al-Ma- 
liki government had done little to 
allay these feelings. ... As Sunnis 
became further alienated from 
the central government, violence 
began to spiral out of control. 
Army Gen. David Petraeus’ 
counterinsurgency strategy 
aimed to arrest this process by 
using American troops to protect 
the population — predicting, cor- 
rectly, that until basic security 
was restored in key neighbor- 
hoods and communities, extrem- 
ists on both sides of the sectarian 
divide would continue to inflame 
the situation. With U.S. forces 
clearing and holding territory and 
demonstrating to the Sunnis that 
they had a reasonable alternative 
to al-Qaida and its sectarian war- 
fare, the extremists were side- 
lined. Security began to improve, 
and the political space necessary 
for reconciliation began to open. 
Prospects for such an outcome 


in Afghanistan actually look bet- 
ter now than they did in Iraq in 
early 2007. To begin with, unlike 
Iraq — where success hinged on 
persuading a critical mass of the 
Sunni Arab community to accept 
the bitter reality of a Shiite-led 
government — no deep existen- 
tial issue drives Afghans (pri- 
marily Pashtuns) into the arms of 
the insurgents. 

In fact, according to polls and 
other evidence, the overwhelm- 
ing majority of Afghans, includ- 
ing Pashtuns, remain hostile to 
the Taliban’s ideological agenda 
and unenthusiastic about a return 
to the medievalism that was in- 
flicted on the country when it was 
last in power. The inroads the Tal- 
iban has made mainly reflect the 
failures and abuses of the Afghan 
government at the local level, not 
transcendent grievances about 
ethnic or sectarian divides. 

For this reason, the national 
government in Afghanistan al- 
most certainly retains greater le- 
gitimacy among the people than 
did the Iraqi government before 
things began to turn for the bet- 
ter there. ... 

This is not to say that a stolen 
presidential election is meaning- 
less. But our main goal should be 
helping the Afghan government 
work at the local level — provid- 
ing the marginal but tangible 
improvements in security, gov- 
ernance and prosperity that or- 


dinary Afghans say they want, 
and stopping the corruption and 
abuses they personally contend 
with and resent. ... 

We are in Afghanistan because 
its takeover by the Taliban would 
be catastrophic for American na- 
tional interests. The Taliban seek 
to achieve that goal by exploiting 
any gaps they can find between 
the government and the people. 
Our task is to see clearly the 
causes for these gaps and take the 
steps necessary to close them. 

Thisis precisely what McChrys- 
tal spent upward of 60 pages ex- 





plaining in his recent assessment. 
The counterinsurgency strategy 
he describes — difficult and cost- 
ly though it may be — remains 
the best possible path to prevent- 
ing the return of Afghanistan to 
a Taliban-dominated terrorist 
sanctuary.

Appreciate perspective of troops who were there

s the Obama administration strug- 

gles with whether to increase U.S. 

troop strength in Afghanistan, news 
coverage has highlighted slippage in sup- 
port among the American public for the 
war. The erosion reflects a worrisome 
spike in U.S. casualties and the weakness- 
es of the Afghan government demonstrated 
by August’s flawed elections. 

Conspicuously absent from the public 
debate are the views of U.S. soldiers back 
from Afghanistan and Iraq, those current- 
ly there, and those poised for deployment 
or redeployment. In one sense, this is as it 
should be. Members of the armed forces 
serving in these conflicts have exhibited 
great professionalism in keeping politi- 
cal opinions to themselves. Yet many have 
strong views about the rationale for U.S. 
engagement, the strategies and tactics, the 
adequacy of their training and equipment, 
and the length and frequency of deploy- 
ments. Whatever their views, the perspec- 
tives of those in harm’s way deserve to be 
taken more fully into account in decision- 
making about the war. 

The views of veterans of combat in Af- 
ghanistan and Iraq are sharply etched in 
the thousand-plus dossiers available in 
the Library of Congress’ Veterans History 
Project. Amplifying them are interviews 
with scores of soldiers I have conducted for 
a forthcoming book. 

Veterans’ views vary widely. Many of 
those interviewed are more convinced of 
the rightness and urgency of doing battle 
in Afghanistan than in Iraq, although a 
fair number do not resonate to the Global 
War on Terror rationale offered by George 
W. Bush’s administration for either con- 
flict. Some veterans in each conflict have 
become more convinced about the neces- 
sity of U.S. military involvement as a result 





of their own combat or their hearts-and- 
minds work. Others who were firmly com- 
mitted to the cause when deployed have 
now become tough critics. ... 

As the Obama administration consid- 
ers its options in Afghanistan, the factors 
to be weighed are legion. Boosting U.S. 
troop strength would work serious hard- 
ship on many American families and com- 
munities. That likelihood is reflected in the 
comment of one spouse in a focus group of 
family members convened in late 2006. 
Her marriage, she confided, had barely 
survived her husband’s first deployment to 
Afghanistan as a member of a New Eng- 
land National Guard unit. She doubted that 
it would survive a second. 

The issue, of course, is not whether an 
escalation of the U.S. military presence 
in Afghanistan would cause hardship but 
rather whether the hardship in pursuit of 
objectives that are themselves still being 


defined would be worth the costs. ... Poli- 
cymakers may balk at the proposition that 
a war could be so costly that it should not 
be waged at all. However, the experience 
described firsthand by the veterans is so 
wrenching that it underscores the need to 
rethink the traditional cost/benefit calcu- 
lus before committing additional troops. 
In recent weeks, President Barack 
Obama has begun to demonstrate a wel- 
come wariness about whether to increase 
U.S. troop strength in Afghanistan. “I have 
to exercise skepticism any time I send a 
single young man or woman in uniform 
into harm’s way,” he says, “because I’m 
the one who is answerable to their parents 
if they don’t come home.” His predecessor, 
visiting Walter Reed Army Medical Center 
in Washington in December, said, “Being 
commander in chief of the military is the 
thing I’ll miss most. Coming to Walter 
Reed is a reminder of why I’11 miss it.” 


The experience of the U.S. troops who 
have served in Afghanistan and Iraq since 
Sept. 11, 2001, does not provide the presi- 
dent with an unequivocal answer to the 
question of whether to augment the U.S. 
troops in Afghanistan, and, if so, by what 
number. From the many opinions in the 
interviews cited in my study, however, a 
cautionary note sounded by Marine Set. 
Adam Paulson seems particularly worth 
pondering. Asked how his tours of duty in 
the two theaters have affected his think- 
ing, he replied: “The experience makes me 
a whole lot more against war in general. It 
would be a last resort for me. The first-per- 
son perspective has definitely changed my 
life. How big a responsibility it is to declare 
war or wage war!”

Bobbi Parker, 47, is charged with 
helping convicted killer Randolph 
Dial escape from the Oklahoma 
State Reformatory in Granite in 
1994. The two remained together 
for more than a decade before 
they were discovered living on a 
chicken ranch in east Texas, near 
Campti, in 2005. 

Parker’s attorney argued the 
case should be thrown out because 
the three-year statute of limita- 
tions on the crime had run out and 
the delay violated Parker’s consti- 
tutional right to due process. 

A trial date is set for Jan. 11.

Changing focus leads 
Dell to close plant 


| RALEIGH — A massive 

Dell computer assembly 
plant once seen as a job genera- 
tor worthy of the promise of more 
than $300 million in state and local 
inducements will go dark in four 
months, a victim of new corporate 
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calculations and changing custom- 
er tastes. 

Dell announced it will close its 
desktop computer manufactur- 
ing plant near Winston-Salem by 
the end of January, shedding 905 
workers. The announcement came 
two days after the plant marked 
four years in operation. 

“If you look at it from a holistic 
perspective, this is a desktop man- 
ufacturing facility and we’ve seen 
the customer prefer laptop com- 
puters,” Dell spokesman Venancio 
Figueroa said. “Given the dynam- 
ics at play across the landscape, we 
made the difficult decision to shut 
this down.” 


Feds issue safety, health 
warnings to 10 mines 


WV CHARLESTON — The 


operators of 10 US. 
mines, including the largest pri- 
vate-sector coal company in the 
world, have been warned they 
must improve health and safety 
conditions or face stricter enforce- 
ment and penalties, the federal 
Mine Safety and Health Adminis- 
tration said. 

Half the mines are in West Vir- 
ginia, the nation’s second-largest 
coal producer. One is a lead and 
zinc mine in Missouri and the rest 
are coal operations in Kentucky, 
Indiana and Virginia.

He said 
he struck Douglas’ left thigh once. 

Douglas says he was trying to 
enter a friend’s house when troop- 
ers arrived. He is charged with ob- 
structing an officer. 

Martin and another trooper 
remain on administrative leave 
pending an investigation. 

In July, Martin was suspended 
without pay after scuffling with 
a paramedic during a traffic stop 
involving an ambulance. 


Gunmen sought in bar 
shootout; no one hurt 


TOLEDO — A wild gun- 

fight involving at least 
five gunmen sent patrons fleeing 
from a northwestern Ohio bar, but 
police say no one was injured. 

The gunfire lasted for several 
minutes and was captured on a 
video surveillance system at the 
Route 66 Kitchen in Toledo. 

Deputy Police Chief Don Ken- 
ney said the gunshots escalated 
from a fistfight that apparently 
began when a bar employee asked 
aman who was trying to sell mari- 
juana to leave. 

Police are still looking for the 
suspects. The shooting took place 
near the University of Toledo cam- 
pus, but police say they don’t be- 
lieve any students were involved. 


5th Circuit backs 
decision in flag case 


NEW ORLEANS — A fed- 

eral appeals court has af- 
firmed a lower decision to dismiss 
a case by current and former Bur- 
leson, Texas, students who sued 
after school officials banned them 
from carrying purses bearing the 
Confederate battle flag. 

A federal judge dismissed the 
case in April 2008. The 5th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals has af- 
firmed that decision in a ruling. 

Two teen girls took the purses 
to school in early 2006, according 
to the lawsuit that asked the school 
district clear the girls’ student re- 
cord, acknowledge that their con- 
stitutional rights were violated 
and pay unspecified damages.

Limbaugh said last week that he is team- 
ing up with St. Louis Blues hockey team 
owner Dave Checketts in a bid to buy the 
Rams. He has declined to discuss de- 
tails of the offer, citing a confidentiality 
agreement. 

In 2003, Limbaugh worked briefly on 
ESPN’s NFL pregame show. He resigned 
after saying Philadelphia Eagles quar- 
terback Donovan McNabb was overrated 
because the media wanted to see a black 
quarterback succeed. 


OU’s Broyles not ruled out for Texas 


NORMAN, Okla. — Oklahoma coach Bob 
Stoops says leading receiver Ryan Broyles 
“has not been ruled out” for No. 20 Oklaho- 
ma’s game Saturday against No. 3 Texas. 

Broyles missed last week’s game against 
Baylor after suffering a hairline fracture 
in his left shoulder blade the previous week 
in the Sooners’ 21-20 loss at Miami. 

He had been expected to miss 2-4 weeks 
because of the injury.

Cubs file for bankruptcy protection 


NEW YORK — The Chicago Cubs base- 
ball team filed for Chapter 11 bankruptcy 
protection Monday, a step that will allow 
its corporate parent to sell the team in an 
$845 million deal. 

The filing was anticipated and is expect- 
ed to lead to a brief stay in Chapter 11 for 
the Cubs. 

It comes as part of the Tribune Co.’s plans 
to sell the team, Wrigley Field and related 
properties to the family of billionaire Joe 
Ricketts, the founder of TD Ameritrade. 

The team’s run through Chapter 11 is 
expected to protect its new owners from 
potential claims by Tribune creditors.

win over mentor 
Belichick in OT

DENVER — The offseason’s best soap 
opera has become the regular season’s big- 
gest surprise. Not even Denver’s mustard- 
yellow uniforms and vertically striped 
socks could put a damper on that. 

On a Sunday afternoon that showcased 
the Broncos colorful history as well as 
their promising present, Kyle Orton led a 
98-yard drive in the fourth quarter to tie 
the game, then Matt Prater kicked a 41- 
yard field goal in overtime for a 20-17 vic- 
tory over New England. 

Denver coach Josh McDaniels got the 
win over his former boss and mentor, Bill 
Belichick. The Broncos improved to 5-0 for 
the first time since 1998. They have made 
it to the Super Bowl the other four times 
they’ve won their first five — and after this 
latest win, anything seems possible. 

“The guys in this locker room believe, 
the coaches believe, guys believe in each 
other and are fighting,” defensive lineman 
Vonnie Holliday said. 

McDaniels wore a hoodie, while Belich- 
ick went with a parka on a 30-degree day 
in Denver. When it was over, the rookie 
Denver coach waved to his ex-boss, then 
started fist-pumping in the corner of the 
stadium, near where his family sits. 

“T’m happy for him,’ Broncos safety 
Brian Dawkins said. “All the crap he had 
to take going into the season all the way up 
to this game. I’m very happy where he has 
us as a team and the ball we’re playing be- 
cause of it.” 

As part of the 50th anniversary celebra- 
tion of the AFL, the Patriots (3-2) came 
out in their white uniforms with red, white 
and blue trim, and the classic minutemen 
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Broncos surprise Pats to stay undefeated 
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Denver Broncos wide receiver Brandon Marshall (15) dives into the end zone for a 
touchdown between New England Patriots linebacker Jerod Mayo (51) and cornerback 
Leigh Bodden (23) during the fourth quarter Sunday in Denver.

helmets. 

The Broncos — their jerseys were the 
color of a Butterfinger wrapper and their 
socks were vertically striped, brown and 
yellow. 

Decades ago, the team destroyed those 
uniforms in a bonfire. 

But on Sunday, the Broncos played bet- 
ter than they looked. 

For those with a sense of history, Orton’s 
98-yard, game-tying drive should ring a 
bell. That’s the same distance John Elway 
led the Broncos against Cleveland in their 
23-20 win in the 1987 AFC title game. That 
one was known as “The Drive.” 

This one? Maybe part of the start of 
something special. 

This is easily Denver’s most surprising 
season since the franchise took the field 
half a century ago. Even coach Red Mill- 
er’s 1977 Super Bowl team — the team that 


coined the term “Orange Crush” — was 
viewed as an up-and-comer back then, 
something the turmoil-wracked Broncos 
certainly were not heading into 2009. 

“We never really thought about” being 
5-0, McDaniels said. “The only thing we 
think is that we would try to accumulate 
the best football players we could. We gota 
good football team in that locker room and 
we just want to prepare each week, one 
game at atime.” 

Trailing 17-10 with 9:59 left, Orton was 
at his patient best during the game-tying 
drive that started at the 2. A 14-yard com- 
pletion to Jabar Gaffney, a screen to Know- 
shon Moreno that sprung for 27. A 7-yard 
completion to Eddie Royal, who finished 
with 10 catches for 90 yards. 

Brandon Marshall, who scored the 
game-winner last week against Dallas, did 
the honors this time, too, catching a pass 
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on the sideline, then spinning and break- 
ing a tackle for an 11-yard score that tied 
it at 17. It was his second touchdown of the 
game. 

The teams traded a pair of possessions 
around midfield to close regulation, then 
the Broncos won the toss and drove 58 
yards to set up the winning field goal with 
10:09 left in OT. 

The game was billed as a matchup be- 
tween coaching mentor and pupil — one of 
many Belichick has faced since he started 
winning Super Bowls and pushing young 
head coaches into the NF'L world. 

It started with some tactical games from 
McDaniels, who put the Broncos in the 
wildcat formation on their first drive and 
watched them rip off gains of 12, 13 and 
14. Belichick called a timeout to adjust, the 
Broncos stalled and Prater missed a 48- 
yard field goal. 

From there, it was exactly what both 
coaches promised it would be — a well- 
played, hard-fought game decided more by 
the players than the Xs and Os. 

The Broncos forced Tom Brady to be pa- 
tient and pick underneath, the way he has 
for much of this season. He went 19-for-33 
for 215 yards, but only 63 of those came in 
the second half. 

The Denver defense held New England 
scoreless in the second half and has allowed 
just 43 points in five games — one of the 
best starts in the league’s history. And add 
this to the résumé: Denver handed Brady 
his first overtime loss. He fell to 7-1. 

“Poor execution is what it comes down 
to,” Brady said. “There were plays to be 
made all day and we didn’t make them.” 

Orton, meanwhile, improved to 26-12 
as an NFL starter, and the widely derided 
decision to anoint him the quarterback and 
trade away Jay Cutler still looks like a good 
one. 

Denver’s decision to choose Moreno with 
its first draft pick when the defense need- 
ed an overhaul also looks good. The rookie 
made his first start — in place of injured 
Correll Buckhalter — and finished with 88 
yards rushing, along with the key, 27-yard 
catch during the tying drive. 


Manning eager for rest aiter 3 ‘TDs, 309 yards

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — Pey- 
ton Manning is racking up yards, 
touchdowns and records while 
the Indianapolis Colts are dis- 
mantling opponents on both sides 
of the ball. 

With a bye week and winless 
St. Louis up next, they’ll probably 
just get better. 

“T feel like we haven’t been nec- 
essarily playing at full strength,” 
Manning said. “We can get 
some guys back. We’ll need 
everybody.” 

Safety Bob Sanders watched 
from the sidelines as the Colts (5- 
0) beat the Tennessee Titans 31-9 
on Sunday night for their NFL- 
best 14th straight regular-season 
win. Cornerbacks Kelvin Hayden 
and Marlin Jackson and offensive 
tackle Charlie Johnson also sat 
out to rest. 

Even Manning could use a 
break. He said he planned to see 
a doctor for some treatment of the 
left knee after a hit from Titans 
end Kyle Vanden Bosch. That’s 
the knee he protects with a brace 
after it kept him out of the 2008

preseason and led to a slow start. 

Tennessee (0-5) could neither 
slow Manning nor keep up with 
him as he racked up 309 yards 
passing and three touchdowns. 
The Titans had to settle for match- 
ing Manning’s touchdowns with 


field goals during the first half. 

“To have a chance to beat the 
Colts the way they’re playing 
right now you have to play close 
to a near perfect game, and it was 
clear tonight that we didn’t,” Ti- 
tans coach Jeff Fisher said. “The 
disappointing thing is the formula 
got flipped. We were hoping to 
hold them to 3s and score points.” 

The game was a mismatch al- 
most from the start with Man- 
ning, the three-time MVP, and 
the NFL’s top passing offense 
against a defense tied for worst in 
the league against the pass. 

Manning now has 345 touch- 
downs, putting him third on the 
career chart behind Brett Favre 
and Dan Marino. He joined Kurt 
Warner and Steve Young as the 
only NFL quarterbacks to throw 
for at least 300 yards in each 
of the first five games and can 
match their mark at six straight 
on Oct. 25. He also became the 
third quarterback in NFL history 
to post a passer rating of 100 or 
better in 70 games. 

Indianapolis has not lost since 
its last visit to Nashville and 
leaves now with a firm grip on 
the AFC South that the Colts have 


controlled in all but the two sea- 
sons Tennessee won the division. 

The Titans turned in their worst 
offensive performance this season 
with 245 yards. Kerry Collins was 
intercepted in a ball taken away 
from receiver Nate Washington. 

The Colts limited the NFL’s 
leading rusher, Chris Johnson, to 
only 34 yards on nine carrries. 

“We keep getting a little bit bet- 
ter in some areas, and we played 
the run pretty well against a team 
that can run the ball as good as 
anyone,” Indianapolis coach Jim 
Caldwell said. 

Manning needed only the first 
of Tennessee’s two turnovers to 
put Indianapolis ahead. Antoine 
Bethea knocked the ball loose 
from Titans tight end Alge Crum- 
pler, and Keyunta Dawson recov- 
ered in the first. 

Five plays later, Manning 
found Reggie Wayne on a 3-yard 
TD toss. Manning could have had 
a fourth TD in the fourth quarter 
but Wayne dropped a ball in the 
end zone. 

In the second quarter, he com- 
pleted each of his seven passes for 
81 yards. Joseph Addai capped 
the drive with a 1-yard TD run. 


Tennessee got two turnovers 
in the first quarter off a muffed 
punt return and Keith Bulluck’s 
interception of Manning, which 
he celebrated in a sign of the Ti- 
tans’ desperation by heaving the 
ball up into the stands. But the 
offense managed 6 and 9 yards 
after each turnover and settled 
for field goals by Rob Bironas. 

The Titans responded with 
their best drive of the night. But 
Jacob Lacey, starting in place of 
Hayden, broke up Collins’ pass to 
Justin Gage in the end zone, and 
Tennessee had to settle for Biro- 
nas’ third field goal. 

Manning needed just 47 sec- 
onds to give Indianapolis a 21-9 
halftime lead. A 93-yard drive 
was helped by 30 yards of rough- 
ing the passer penalties. Kyle 
Vanden Bosch was flagged for 
grabbing Manning’s legs after a 
throw, and Jacob Ford was called 
for a late hit on the quarterback. 

Manning finished with a 39- 
yard TD toss to Austin Collie. 

“It is a blast being out there 
with these guys learning the 
system and getting better before 
our eyes,” Colts tight end Dallas 
Clark said.

SAN FRANCISCO — Fred 
Couples had his best week in golf 
without ever swinging a club. 

The U.S. captain sat at the 
center of the table, lined on both 
sides by a dozen players who had 
done just about everything right 
in the Presidents Cup and walked 
away with another overwhelming 
victory Sunday over the Interna- 
tional team. 

Sitting next to each other were 
Tiger Woods and Phil Mickelson, 
who didn’t lose a match all week. 
Woods became only the third 
player in the Presidents Cup to 
go 5-0, while Mickelson was 4-0- 
1 and every bit as impressive the 
way he raised the level of three 
partners. 

“Basically, these guys played 
golf and did it all,’ Couples said. 
“T would like to say that I didn’t 
have a whole lot to do with it.” 

A strong American team lived 
up to its reputation at Harding 
Park with a 19?/2-14'/2 victory, 
keeping their record perfect on 
U.S. soil and winning the gold cup 
for the third straight time. 

“They are just one hell of a 
team,” Ernie Els said. “We have 
to pretty much go back to the 
drawing board, because they are 
a pretty well-oiled team, and it’s 
hard to beat that kind of team.” 

Woods and Steve Stricker be- 
came the first partnership in the 
Presidents Cup to win all four 
of their matches. Woods looked 
every bit the world’s No. 1 player 
when he delivered the defining 
moment of these matches — on 
the verge of losing in foursomes 
Saturday, he holed a 25-foot bird- 
ie putt on the 17th and hit a 3-iron 
to 8 feet for an eagle that was con- 
ceded in a crucial victory. 

Stricker, the No. 3 player in the 
world who won three times this 
year, pulled more than his weight 
in his pairings with Woods. 

Mickelson was unbeaten for 
the second time in the past three 
Presidents Cup, only this was 
more impressive. He took Antho- 
ny Kim and Sean O’Hair along 
for his ride, and picked up Justin 
Leonard in another match on the 
day after Leonard missed a short

putt that might have given the In- 
ternational team momentum. 

The top three players in the 
world — all Americans in every 
sense — combined to go 13-1-1. 

Perhaps it was only fitting that 
the clinching putt went to Woods, 
the first time that’s happened in 
the 11 times he’s competed in the 
Presidents Cup and Ryder Cup. 

Much was made about his 
match with Y.E. Yang, who ended 
one of golf’s great streaks by 
coming from behind in the final 
round to beat Woods in the PGA 
Championship and end Woods’ 
otherwise splendid year without 
a major. 

That was for a major. This was 
only for a point. 

“T tried to get my point,”’ Woods 
said. “And I got my point.” 

He lost the first hole, and that 
was it. With three birdies in a 
five-hole stretch at the turn, he 
piled up the lead and kept his 
head down, not bothering to look 
at a board to do the math and re- 
alize his match would be the one 
that gave the Americans the win- 
ning point. 

Ahead of him, British Open 
champion Stewart Cink earned 
his first outright victory of the 
week by cruising past Adam 
Scott, while Kim and O’ Hair fol- 
lowed with blowout victories, and 
Hunter Mahan wore down Cami- 
lo Villegas. 

Behind him, Mickelson was 
the last match on the course and 
made a birdie on the 17th for a 2 
and 1 victory over Retief Goosen. 

Couples never wore an ear 
piece attached to a radio so he 
could keep tabs on every player 
and stay abreast of every match. 
He wandered about Harding 
Park, cutting up with both teams. 

His only nervous moment came 
Saturday night with the final pair- 
ings, when International captain 
Greg Norman surprised him by 
not loading his best players at the 
top. Couples was uneasy about 
the matches, but not for long. 

“I’m sure we tried our best all 
week,” Geoff Ogilvy said after 
his 2 and 1 victory over Stricker. 
“Coming in today, we had too 
much to do and the U.S. team was 
obviously very motivated.” 
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Falcons snap 49ers’ streak

SAN FRANCISCO — Roddy White finally had 
the kind of game he’s been waiting for, and he cel- 
ebrated his biggest play in that performance with a 
flip in the end zone. 

White received a little pep talk from Atlanta coach 
Mike Smith leading up to the Falcons’ game with 
San Francisco, and he responded with a career day. 

White had a 90-yard catch-and-run for a touch- 
down and a 31-yard TD reception, and Michael 
Turner ran for three scores as the Falcons flattened 
the 49ers 45-10 on Sunday to end San Francisco’s 
five-game home winning streak. 

“T felt like I haven’t been playing well up to this 
point in the season,” White said. “Me and coach 
Smith had a talk. He was like, ‘You gotta get back 
to being yourself again. You gotta go out there and 
be the old Roddy. No pressure. Just go out there and 
play.’ After we had that talk I came to practice with 
a new mentality and kind of got back to just doing 
what I do.” 

White finished with eight catches for a career- 
high and franchise-record 210 yards against the 
49ers’ typically stingy defense. Six of those recep- 
tions were in the first half for 185 yards as Atlanta 
(3-1) came out of its off week sharp and finished the 
day with a 477-279 advantage in yards. Matt Ryan 
completed 22 of 32 passes for 329 yards and two TDs 
and also ran for a late score. 

San Francisco (3-2) flopped in its biggest test yet, 
falling to its worst defeat since a 41-0 loss at Kan- 
sas City on Oct. 1, 2006, under former coach Mike 
Nolan. Current coach Mike Singletary said his play- 
ers weren’t prepared. 

“Tt will be a wake-up call for some of our players,” 
he said. 
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Atlanta Falcons wide receiver Roddy White (84) 
completes a 90-yard touchdown reception in the 
second quarter as San Francisco 49ers corner- 
back Nate Clements (22) pursues on Sunday in 
San Francisco.

Shaun Hill struggled mightily, and so did the en- 
tire San Francisco offense. Hill completed only four 
of his first 15 passes and finished the day 15-for-38 
for 198 yards, with three sacks.

Dominant win gives three-time defendin

FONTANA, Calif. — Jimmie Johnson 
insists NASCAR’s Chase for the champion- 
ship isn’t over. That his dominating victory 
in Sunday’s Sprint Cup race at Auto Club 
Speedway doesn’t mean his fourth straight 
title is in the bag. 

“Just because we won the last three 
doesn’t mean we’re a shoo-in for a fourth,” 
Johnson said. 

Maybe, but there was something awfully 
familiar about the way Johnson controlled 
the final half of the 500-mile race on the 
2-mile oval. 

He surged past Juan Pablo Montoya, 
easily survived a late challenge from Hen- 
drick Motorsports teammate Jeff Gordon 
and took over the series points lead with 
six races remaining in a performance 
that’s becoming routine this time of year. 

“What else can you say? They’re the best 
out there,” Gordon said. “They’ve won the 
last three championships. They’re going to 
be hard to beat for this one. Really, unless 
they make a mistake, I don’t see how they 
lose it.” 

Johnson’s fourth victory at Fontana gave 
him a 12-point lead over Mark Martin 
heading into Saturday night’s race at Char- 
lotte. The victory was Johnson’s fifth of the 
season, 45th of his career and 16th during 
the Chase. 

The native Californian did his best to 
savor it. He enjoyed an uncharacteristical- 
ly drawn-out postrace celebration at a track 
he likes, one that took so long he needed to 
be reminded to go to Victory Lane. 

Juan Pablo Montoya was third, his 
fourth straight top-five finish since the 
Chase began. Yet he’s failed to make up 
any ground on the Chase leader. He started 
the playoffs 40 points behind Martin, now 
finds himself trailing Johnson by 58. 

“We have four or five in a row and I’ve 
been losing points to the leader,” Montoya 
said. “[You’re not] going to make any points 
on anybody. Everybody that runs good is 
going to be there. You just got to make sure 
you don’t lose any.” 

While Johnson surged, several Chase 
contenders stumbled. Denny Hamlin, 
Kasey Kahne, Greg Biffle and Brian Vick- 
ers all saw their Chase hopes likely evapo- 
rate for good. 

Hamlin was leading with 60 laps to go 
when he collided with Montoya on a re- 
start. Hamlin spun into a barrier at the 
end of pit road and quickly drove his No. 
11 Toyota back to the garage. He attempted 
to get back on the track after missing 25 
laps but was black-flagged for not reaching 
minimum speed. 

“T made a rookie mistake,” said Hamlin,

who finished 37th and fell from sixth to 
ninth in the points race.

Once Johnson did, he wasted little time 
taking control. He led by as much as eight 
seconds at one point before the cautions 
bunched up the field. 

Montoya brought the car he used at In- 
dianapolis in July, hoping to duplicate the 
dominance he showed at the Brickyard 
before giving the victory away with a care- 
less pit road speeding penalty, a mistake 
that opened the door for Johnson to win. 

Johnson needed no such charity on Sun- 
day. He likely won’t in the next two races 
either. He’s won at Charlotte and Martins- 
ville a combined 11 times. 

“Tt really boils down to the fact that 
the tracks in the Chase are my strongest 
tracks,” Johnson said. “Today we did a 
good job of it. There are still six more times 
to stub our toes.”

Blown calls set stage for Howard's sacrifice fly 
as Phillies win Game 3 of NLDS over Rockies

DENVER — No blown save this 
time for Brad Lidge. Just another 
blown call by the umpires. 

The Philadelphia Phillies are 
on the verge of winning their NL 
playoff series with the Colorado 
Rockies after a 6-5 victory that 
ended in the early hours Mon- 
day after a 4-hour game played 
mostly with the temperature in 
the mid-20s. 

They went for the clincher 
Monday with Game 1 winner 
Cliff Lee taking on Rockies ace 
Ubaldo Jimenez. 

“Tomorrow will be a good day 
to celebrate. The sun will be shin- 
ing,” Phillies outfielder Shane 
Victorino said. 

Lidge, who struggled all sea- 
son, got his first save since Sept. 
20 when Troy Tulowitzki flied 
out to left, giving the Phillies a 2- 
1 lead in the best-of-five series. 

Ryan Howard’s sacrifice fly 
off Huston Street in the top of the 
ninth broke a 5-5 tie. It followed 
Chase Utley’s check-swing in- 
field single that should have been 
ruled a foul ball because it hit him 
while he was in the batter’s box. 
The call, however, wasn’t made. 

“The ball might have caught 
me,” Utley said. “Nobody said 
anything so I ran hard.” 

Might have nothing, 
said. 

“He told ’Tulo when he got to 
second it hit him,’ Street said. 
“You can see on the replay it 
clearly hit him. It was a close play 
at first. On the replay Todd’s foot 
is pretty clearly on the base. 

“T didn’t get too excited about 
it at the time because the game 
has to go on. You have to try to 
get out of the inning. That’s part 
of the game and you understand 
that, but tonight it was frustrat- 
ing, especially when the fly ball 
[by Howard] would have been the 
third out.” 

Crew chief Gerry Davis said 
blown calls like this one bother 
the umpires as much as they do 
everyone else. 

“We’re judged not by excel- 
lence, but by perfection,” he said. 
“Our job is to get every call cor- 
rect. That’s what we aspire to do. 
Perfection is very tough. That’s a 
tough aspiration.” 

Home plate umpire Jerry Meals 
admitted after the game that he 
missed the call on Utley. He said 
replays showed the ball indeed 
hit the Phils’ second baseman. 

“T just saw a ball hit and roll- 
ing out there and that’s it,” Meals 
said. 

Umpires have had a rocky first 
week of the playoffs, including an 
admitted missed call in the eighth 
inning of Game 2 of the New York 
Yankees-Minnesota series. 

Withrunnersat first and second 
Sunday night, Utley tried to check 
his swing, only to dribble the

ball up the first-base line. Street 
thought for sure it grazed Utley, 
but played the ball anyway. 

“T saw it hit him. I hesitated,” 
Street said. “But Chase took off 
and then I thought in my mind 
it’s a free out. It turned out to be 
a tougher play ... but I still made 
the play.” 

Street fielded it on the run and 
lobbed the ball over Utley’s head 
to Todd Helton at first. 

The ball appeared to beat Utley 
to the bag — and Helton looked to 
have kept his foot on the bag — 
but first base umpire Ron Kulpa 
ruled Utley safe. Rockies man- 
ager Jim Tracy briefly argued 
before retreating to the dugout. 

“The response I got was he 
came off the base and he was safe 
anyway,” Tracy said. 

Rollins took third on the play 
and scored on Howard’s fly to 
deep center. 

The save was surely sweet re- 
demption for Lidge. He converted 
all 48 save chances last year, the 
last when he struck out Tampa 
Bay’s Eric Hinske in Game 5 to 
clinch the Phillies’ World Series 
title. But Lidge lost his perfect 
touch this season — he led the 
majors with 11 blown saves, went 
0-8 with a 7.21 ERA and briefly 


lost his job in September. 

“He’s had ups and downs,” 
Howard said. “Right now he’s 
here to finish games. That’s what 
matters. I was glad to see him out 
there.” 

“When the postseason starts, 
it’s acompletely clean slate,” said 
Lidge, who is from Denver. “It’s 
definitely a treat to be able to 
play here right now, get a chance 
to pitch in front of family and 
friends.” 

The temperature when Rock- 
ies right-hander Jason Hammel 
threw the game’s first pitch was 
a crisp 35 degrees, tying the re- 
cord low set when Cleveland host- 
ed Florida in Game 4 of the 1997 
World Series. Players’ breath was 
clearly visible as the mercury 
skidded into the 20s. 

At least there was none of the 
icy mist, bitter wind, freezing 
rain and snow that blanketed 
the downtown Denver ballpark a 
day earlier, when the gametime 
temperature would have been 26 
degrees. 

“That might have been difficult 
for the Broncos to play in that 
yesterday, much less a baseball 
game,” Tracy said.

MINNEAPOLIS — CC Sa- 
bathia was superb, A.J. Burnett 
followed suit and Andy Pettitte 
added to his resume of playoff 
SUCCESS. 

While everyone was talking 
about Alex Rodriguez’s break- 
through playoff performance, 
the New York Yankees got three 
strong starts in a row during 
their first-round sweep of Minne- 
sota.

So far, Yankees newcomers 
Sabathia and Burnett are pay-

Oh, and Pettitte can still pitch, 
too. 

All three starters went at least 
six innings against the Twins and 
each allowed only one earned 
run. 

“The story of this series has 
been CC Sabathia, A.J. Burnett 
and Andy Pettitte. All three of 
them were fantastic,” Rodriguez 
said. “You throw on some good 
at-bats, you throw on some big 
clutch hits at the end, but only be-

cause of their great performance 
did we have an opportunity to do 
well.” 

Pettitte, 37, won the clincher 
Sunday night, yielding three hits 
and striking out seven in 6'% in- 
nings before manager Joe Girardi 
pulled him for Joba Chamberlain. 
Pettitte’s 15th playoff victory tied 
him with John Smoltz for the most 
in major league history. 

“Andy was awesome,” Girardi 
said. 

None of the Yankees starters 
had career years, but with the 
highest-scoring team in the ma- 
jors they didn’t need to. Chien- 
Ming Wang got hit hard before 
season-ending shoulder surgery. 
Chamberlain, who moved back 
to the bullpen against Minnesota, 
was a mediocre starter during 
the regular season. 

Sabathia, Burnett and Pettitte 
form a fine trio, though. The re- 


lievers have delivered, too, with 
Mariano Rivera finishing things 
off in familiar fashion. 

“Once you see it, then you 
understand why pitching is so 
important — especially now,” 
catcher Jorge Posada said. 

It was a big reason the Yankees 
didn’t even reach the playoffs last 
fall, extending their quest by an- 
other year to win their first World 
Series title since 2000. They 
haven’t won a pennant since 2003, 
and this is their first appearance 
in the ALCS since 2004. 

The Angels have eliminated the 
Yankees twice this decade, in the 
division series in 2002 on their 
way to winning the World Se- 
ries and again in the first round 
in 2005. The Angels have plenty 
of starting pitching themselves, 
which should make for a tight 
series. 

“As we move on to the ALCS, 


our team’s focus remains the 
same,” owner George Stein- 
brenner said in a statement Mon- 
day. “With the support of the 
greatest fans in the world, we will 
continue to march forward as we 
have done all year.” 

Rodriguez was the offensive 
star against Minnesota, going 5- 
for-11 with two homers and six 
RBIs — including several clutch 
hits. 

Jeter and Hideki Matsui hom- 
ered in the opener to get the of- 
fense going, and Mark Teixeira 
went deep to end Game 2 in the 
11th inning. After tying that one 
with a two-run shot in the ninth, 
Rodriguez evened Game 3 witha 
home run in the seventh. Posada 
hit a go-ahead drive in the same 
inning, giving the Yankees six 
homers in the series and plenty of 
momentum for the ALCS.

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Rodriguez's seventh-inning homer helps Yankees complete

MINNEAPOLIS — Andy Pettitte dominating for 
the New York Yankees in the playoffs is as familiar to 
New Yorkers as cheesecake and floppy pizza slices. 

But Alex Rodriguez suddenly finding his October 
swing? That’s a new addition to the Bronx Bombers’ 
menu for playoff success. 

Rodriguez and Jorge Posada hit seventh-inning 
home runs and Pettitte was brilliant for 6'4 innings 
to help the Yankees advance to their first ALCS in 
five years with a 4-1 victory over the Minnesota 
Twins in their division series on Sunday night. 

Rodriguez’s long ball tied the game 1-1 in the sev- 
enth, the second time in as many games he’s hit a 
huge home run. His two-run shot off Twins closer 
Joe Nathan in the ninth inning of Game 2 tied a 
game New York eventually won in 11 innings. 

“Without Alex, we are not in this situation right 
now,” said manager Joe Girardi, whose Yankees will 
host the Los Angeles Angels in Game 1 of the ALCS 
on Friday. 

It was a statement series for one of the most tal- 
ented players — and one of the biggest targets for 
criticism — in the game. Baseball’s highest-paid 
player carried a .136 playoff average into this series 
and has been criticized in the Big Apple for his big- 
game failures and admission to using steroids while 
he was with the Texas Rangers.

He was 5-for-11 (.455) with two homers and six 
RBIs in the three-game sweep of the Twins. 

“For A-Rod to have the series he had was abso- 
lutely tremendous,” outfielder Nick Swisher said. 
“To put everyone else, just a nice little zipper over 
their lips for the way he’s played in the postseason 
thus far. It’s a great feeling, a great thing to see.” 

These new, looser Yankees have rallied around 
Rodriguez, and he has been visibly more relaxed 
since returning from hip surgery that caused him to 
miss the first month of the season. 

“T knew that I couldn’t change all the 0-for-4s, 0- 
for-Ss and all the guys I left on base,” Rodriguez said. 
“T’m content right now, both on and off the field.” 


Rodriguez’s homer in the seventh helped make up 
for the lone blemish on a sterling start from Pettitte, 
who gave up one run on three hits with one walk and 
seven strikeouts. He carried a perfect game through 
four innings, but was nearly matched pitch for pitch 
by former Yankee Carl Pavano. 

Joe Mauer’s RBI-single in the sixth inning broke 
a scoreless tie and got the Metrodome rocking, but 
Rodriguez and Posada quickly responded to put the 
Yankees back in control. 

“Tt seems like the whole postseason so far, we are 
kind of sputtering along a little bit and maybe when 
we give up the lead, our guys fire right back and 
score some runs,” said Pettitte, who tied John Smoltz 
atop the career list with his 15th playoff victory. 

Mariano Rivera got the last four outs in the final 
baseball game at the Metrodome, which didn’t go 
quietly. 

More than 54,000 Homer Hanky-waving fans 
brought plenty of nervous energy into the building 
after the Twins blew a two-run lead in the ninth in- 
ning of Game 2 in New York. 

Pavano kept the powerful Yankees lineup on ice 
for the first five innings, and the place erupted when 
Mauer’s single scored Denard Span for a 1-0 lead in 
the sixth. 

But Pavano, who allowed two runs on five hits with 
a season-high nine strikeouts in seven innings, gave 
up the solo homers to Rodriguez and Posada before 
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Johnson wins, takes over points lead in Chase race 29. |MLI/NINIINNM|
